The U.S. advised against 
all travel to China on Fri- 
day after the World Health 
Organization declared the 
outbreak of a new virus 
that has spread to more 
than a dozen countries a 
global emergency. The 
number of cases spiked 
more than tenfold in a 
week, including the highest 
death toll in a 24-hour 
period reported today. 

The State Department’s 
travel advisory told Amer- 


icans in China to consider 
departing using commercial 
means and requested that 
all non-essential U.S. gov- 
ernment personnel defer 
travel “in light of the novel 
coronavirus.” 

“Travelers should be 
prepared for travel re- 
strictions to be put into 
effect with little or no ad- 
vance notice. Commercial 
carriers have reduced or 
suspended routes to and 
from China,” it said.

The women’s work 
camp at Coleman Federal 
Correctional Complex, 
already beset by 
allegations of pervasive 
sexual abuse of inmates by 
guards, has another 
problem — inmates con- 
tracting Legionnaires’ 
disease. 

On Wednesday, a 
spokesman for Coleman 
confirmed, after several 
days of ignoring inquiries, 


that “some inmates at 
Federal Correctional In- 
stitution (FCI) Coleman’s 
minimum security satellite 
camp were diagnosed with 
legionella pneumonia.” 
Legionnaires’ disease, 
the more common name, 
is a type of pneumonia (or 
lung infection) caused by 
breathing in water that 
contains legionella bacte- 
ria. The disease can cause 
flu-like symptoms, in- 
cluding coughing, aching 
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
